In figuring new burley acreage 
allotments, ASC offices hereafter 
will round off fractions to the 
nearest hundredth instead of the 

t$»nth r.f an »pro *h*» 
Kentucky ASC office announced 
this week. 

This decision was made by the 
U S Department of Agriculture 
at the request of Senator Earle 
C. Clements and Kentucky Con¬ 
gressman John Watts. Clement, 
and Watts explained to Secre¬ 
tary Benson that by rounding the 
fractions off to hundredths, rath¬ 
er than tenths, the allotments 
would be made more accurately 
and /airly. 

They gave this example; 

Under the old setup, a one acre 
allotment would be cut under the 
25 % reduction to 7-tenths of an 
acre. This actually would be a 
3071 reduction due to the break 
of the fractions. But under the 
new system of rounding to the 
nearest hundredth, the one-acre 
allotment would be cut to 75- 
hundredths, or exactly 25%. 

Thus. Morgan county stands to 
save an estimated 40 to 90 acres 
of base as a result of the new 
system. 

The 25% cut in bases as pro¬ 
vided in the referendum to be 
conducted April 28 means that 
reductions will be cut according 
to the following fractions—

Tuesday’s official announce¬ 
ment that science has discovered 
a preventive for polio finds local 
health and school officials and 
volunteers prepared by several 
weeks of planning to take quick 
advantage of the Salk vaccine in 
Morgan county. 

Preparations were started here 
| seevral weeks ago for “Opera¬ 
tions Vaccine'* if the new Sain 
vaccine should prove an effective 
preventative. 

The vaccine was declared to 
be 80 to 90 percent effective in 
preventing paralytic polio in tests 
last year, anxious parents were 
told Tuesday by Dr. Thomas 
Francis, Jr., of the University of 
Michigan. 

Dr. Jonas E. Salk, of Pitts¬ 
burgh, said he is suse the vac¬ 
cine is nearly 100 percent effec¬ 
tive and can bring complete vic¬ 
tory over polio, and end the 
threat and anxiety it causes eve¬ 
ry year. 

Dr. Salk urged that children 
this year be given only two shots 
of vaccine in order to step up ef¬ 
fectiveness of the vaccine, lie 
said the shots should be spaced 
two to four weeks apart with the 
third one delayed for at least 
seven months afterwards. 

Members of the Morgan County 
Medical Society including doc¬ 
tors and volunteers have been 
working with health department 
personnel and school officials to 
start the vaccination of first and 
second graders as soon as the 
vaccine is released. 

Clinics have been planned at J 
West Liberty and Ezel and school | 
buses will run to bring first and 
second graders to the clinics to | 
receive the free shots. But only 
children whose parents request 
the vaccine will be eligible to re¬ 
ceive it at the clinics. Forms for 
parents to sign were distributed 
to parents of first and second 
graders through the schools a 
few weeks ago. 

The first shot of the new vac¬ 
cine will be administered April 
25 at clinics at West Liberty and 
Ezel. The second shot will be 
administered at the same places 
three or four weeks later, the 
health department said. 

Dr. Ralph Gullett will be in 
charge of the clinic in West Lib¬ 
erty and Dr. H. B. Murray will 
be in charge at Ezel. 

Children from the following 
schools will go to the Ezel school: 
Ezel. Bonny, Woodsbend. Carter, 
Mize, Pekin. Caskey Fork. Chil¬ 
dren from all the other schools 
will meet at the Morgan County 
high school. 


Farm Bureau Urges 
Burley Growrs To 
Vote “Yes” On Cuts 


New Control Program 
Calls For Further Cut 
Of About 13 Percent 


LOUISVILLE. Ky., April 9 
—A 13-member committee, un¬ 
der sponsorship of Kentucky 
State I wiftarcau T,dilu¬ 
tion. will urge tobacco growers 
to support the proposed cuts in 
marketing quotas and acreage 
allotments. 

The referendum is scheduled 
tentatively for April 28. Two- 
thirds of those eligible to vote 
must approve the program be¬ 
fore it becomes effective. 

Prior to formation of the 
committee yesterday. Burl St. 
('lair, KFBF president, warned 
Kentucky’s burley growers they 
stand to lose more than 100 
million dollars a year if the 
program fails. 

Joining him was W. L. Sta¬ 
ton, Lexington, executive sec¬ 
retary of the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Assr... who said con¬ 
trols and price supports must 
be voted to maintain prosperity. 

Staton pointed out that the 
average for the 10 years before 
controls and supports was 15 
rents a pound for burley. Dur¬ 
ing the last 10 years, when 
controls and supports have been 
in forct, the average was 47.2 
rents per pound, he added. 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 8—A 1955 
burley tobacco control program 
conforming with recently enact¬ 
ed legislation was announced to- 
d„y L> the Agiicuiture Depart¬ 
ment. 

It calls for a further cut of 
about 13 percent from previously 
announced allotments. This would 
make a total reduction of about 
23 percent from 1954 acreage. 

The program will be submit¬ 
ted to a grower referendum on 
April 28. Voting will be from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. (CST) in the 
referendum conducted by county 
and state Agricultural Stabiliza¬ 
tion and Conservation commit¬ 
tees. 

Elections will be held in each 
community, supervised by three 
farmer-committeemen who are 
eligible voters. The community 
groups will report results to the 
county offices which will in turn 
notify the state office of the out¬ 
come.

In the referendum, growers will 
vote on whether they favor fed¬ 
eral marketing quotas based an 
the new allotments, with two- 
thirds of the votes needed to 
adopt the program. 

The new allotments are figured 
to produce a burley crop of 415 
million pounds at recent acre 
yields. Last year’s production 
was 665 million pounds. 

Rejection of the program would 
remove controls from burley pro¬ 
duction. Price supports would 
end. 

The department said all grow¬ 
ers will be notified of their in¬ 
dividual program prior to the 
referendum. 

The burley supply situation 
presents a “serious surplus prob¬ 
lem.” the department said. It 
estimated the supply for the 
1954-55 season was sufficient to 
fill all demands for 3V4 years al¬ 
though a supply for 2 2/3 years 
is considered adequate.

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VOTE FOR VOCR OWN INTEREST 
IN BURLEY REFERENDUM 


*rk£ Vj.jrif... tobacco prowers will have an im¬ 
portant decision to make Thursday, April 38, if 
they wish to keep the present tobacco support 
price and control. Two-thirds of those \ oting 
must favor the program or there will be no sup¬ 
port price on this year’s crop. 

During the ten years the price-support and 
marketing-quota program has been in effect, the 
average price paid for burley has been $46 20. 
During ten years before the support price the 
average was only $16.50. An acre of tobacco 
then produced less than $200. Under the support 
price program an acre has produced more than 
$800 average. 

Why grow four acres without support price 
when one acre will bring as much? 

If we do not have the control and support 
price and with nearly four years’ supply of bur- 
ley in storage, farmers may be unable to sell at 
any price. The 25% acreage cut this year will 
soon absorb the surplus and the allotments may 
then be back where they were. If growers vote 
against the program, other states may get some 


of our base allotment, and we might never get 
it back. 

The new law has some very good features, es¬ 
pecially regarding the sale of tobacco on the red 
card. Under the old law a man could plant an 
additional amount, pay 50% penalty and the next I 
year get an additional base of 10% of what he 
grew and marketed on the red card. Under the 
new law he must pay a 75%, penalty and cannot 
get a new base of 10%. No doubt the old law 
gave an added amount of tobacco and new bases 
which indirectly caused a reduction on all old 
bases This point justifies every producer to 
vote for the new law. 

There have often been all kinds of wild 
rumors floating about, such as some people re¬ 
ceiving cuts and others getting an added base. 
The cuts are not given to anyone. Upon inves¬ 
tigation we found that the two largest bases in 
the countv are only 11 acres and these men live 
outside West Liberty and have the bases on the 
farm they bought. We heard that one man had 
a base of 27 acres on his farm, but we found he 
had only 1 and 2/3 acre. We also found that 
only a half dozen men in the county have more 
than five acres. So do not believe everything 
you hear, but vote for your own interest. 

To vote against keeping the present tobacco 
program is unthinkable, as it would spell the 
ruin of not only the tobacco grower, but the 
merchant and all other business men as well. 

\\ ltn me present sulpius On iiaiui ikuktiulai iuir&s 
could buy your crops for whatever they chose to 
pay, 20 cents a pound or even less—or, if they 
chose, they could decline to buy the 1955 crop at 
any price. 

If the control program is approved by a two- 
thirds majority, growers are assured price sup¬ 
port at $46.20 per hundred pounds for their 1955 
crop. 

Tobacco growers have it in their own hands 
to vote in favor of continued prosperity or go 
back to the days of 20-cent tobacco—or maybe 
even less. Such a decision would mean ruin to 
a wide area of our country’ and we cannot con¬ 
ceive of any right-thinking man voting against 
a program which has meant so much to the to¬ 
bacco growers and business men generally. 

DON’T FAIL TO VOTE ON APRIL 28 and 
see that your neighbor does likewise. Do not 
be misled in thinking you can get a fair price 
without the control program—IT IS IMPOS¬ 
SIBLE.

In the springtime hours, tlie 
meadowland calls a welcome; and 
begging a bouquet of dangling 
alder-tassels, we—yfou and I— 
venture ahead through a iheath 
of awakening grasses and swee;

The footpath leads toward the 
ancient stream, and brushing be¬ 
side a “pussy willow" we follow-

near the edge of the clear moun- 
tain water, where moss clad peb¬ 
bles break through the surface, 
ripples hint at some lively innate 
thing. Kneeling, we marvel at 
the teeming irridescent tadpoles; 
some, having already dropped 
their tails to become tiny frogs, 
are shyly performing their first 
leaps across the oozie sand. 

Stepping on stones not too 
trustworthy, we cross the spark¬ 
ling stream and approach the 
south hill. The tiny foothpath 
races off up the hillside and we 
climb up the sunny slope. Wild 
flowers are stemming up through 
last year's blanket of leaves. Out 
to greet us are Trillium and Ad¬ 
der’s Tongue of the lily family, 
and Jack-in-the-pulpit from the 
Arum family. With them are 
Trailing Arbutus of the Heath 
family and delicate Anemones of 
the Purslane family. Standing 
daintily beside the elegantly- 
dressed Dutchman's Breeches is 
frail Bloodroot bf the Poppy fam¬ 
ily, and further on. delightful 
baby Bluets of the Madder fam¬ 
ily huddle together. The tiny 
path hasten on and into the 
woods. 

At intervals, through the fresh 
green of the forest, sun’s stream¬ 
ers dip through the lacy webb of 
birch and maple and satiny sour- 
wood to trace a pattern over the 
soil. We see the curious rosin 
twists in colors of rich brown, 


| partial remains of a once stalwart 
i pine whose essence still lay con¬ 
fined in the closely sealed vials. 
They are ours if we want them, 
and we pick up a couple of the 
curliewurlies. After climbing the 
over the rail fence at the top of 
the hill, we step into a clearing. 
We see on the ridge shapely serv¬ 
ice trees that resemble billowing 
circles against outer space. As 
far as the eye can see is the rip¬ 
pling vista of hill country—and 
over the rolling and wooded 
landscape the flowering spring¬

We come to chipyard, and as m 
reach it, the aroma of fresh- 
chopped wood rushes to greet us 
The Mr. nods recognition, and 
from the doorway of the friendly- 
house the Mrs. calls to say that 
we are just in time. Supper is 
just this minute ready!

Assistance Payments 
Show Big Increase 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 28— 
Kentucky has made rapid strides 
in its public assistance program 
during the last eight years, with 
average payments in each categ¬ 
ory of assistance being raised from 
upwards of 100 per cent almost 
200 percent, it was reported to¬ 
day by Commissioner of Economic 
Security Vego E. Barnes. 

The period from September 
1946 to September 1954. shows 
average monthly payments for 
old age assistance being raised 
from $12.02 to $35.13; aid to needy- 
blind payments increasing from 
an,average of $13.34 to $36.93 a 
month, and aid to dependent 
children from $11.21 to $23.60 a 
child (or from $29.29 to $61 79 
for each family.) 

The improvement is even more 
evident in the range and distri¬ 
bution of payments, the Research 
and Statistics Service of the Dep¬ 
artment reported. 

In September, 1946, 98.5 per 
cent of payments to the aged were 
$20 or less a month, with 31.3 per 
cent less than $10. 

By September 1954 only 7.4 
per cent were $10 or less. The 
maximum payments in 1948 were 
$30, of which only 82 recipients 
were beneficiaries. The present 
maximum is $55 a month, with 
3,756 persons receiving this am¬ 
ount. 

The aid to the needy blind pro¬ 
gram, in which 5.4 per cent of 
the recipients drew more than 
$20 in 1946, now finds 97.2 per 
cent drawing more than this sum. 

Average payments to a single 
child family in 1946 were $15.73. 
and in 1954, $36.90. For the same 
period, average payments for two 
child families increased from 
$25.51 to $54.69 and for three-child 
families from $34.03 to $70.04
